A i if* regular monthly meeting, adjourned at 11:00 p. m. on Tues­ 
day evening of this week with considerable unfinished business, the 
local high school Board of Trustees voted to grant salary increases 
of 12*/a per cent to all certified employees of the high school district. 
All such employees were reelected for the school year 1943-44. Con­ 
tracts will be prepared and distributed to teachers through the school 
office in a few days. 


The Board adjourned its meet-<j> 
ing Tuesday until May 25 when 
it w ill canvess election returns 
and conduct unfinished routine 
business left over from the m eet­ 
ing held this week. 


OTHER RAISES VOTED 


In addition to the 12 V4 percent 
flat increase voted for all certi­ 
fied employees, the Board auth­ 
orized increments ranging from 
$50 to $150 to four members of 
the faculty for special adminis­ 
trative and supervisory services. 
According to Charles J. Bur­ 
ket, president of the high school 
Board 
of Trustees, 
salary 
in­ 
creases for the high school teach­ 
ers were approved to bring local 
salaries in line with those paid 
in

elsewhere and to provide for ad­ 
justments 
to 
increased 
living 
costs. Presidential orders freez­ 
ing salaries and jobs do not ap­ 
ply to public employees, legal ad­ 
visers informed the Board.

m ents for the next school year 
was reported to the Board. It re­ 
vealed that all secondary school 
districts are increasing salaries of 
teachers, the range being from 
$150 to $250 per year.

Principal E. E. Oertel was auth­ 
orized at the meeting Tuesday to 
employ a full-time library-study 
teacher for the next school year 
at a salary of $2000. This action 
definitely commits the school dis­ 
trict to the policy of providing 
study periods in the school day in 
a library-study room specially 
equipped and supervised for this 
purpose. 
A school calendar for 1943-44, 
tentatively adopted by the Board, 
calls for the opening of school 
next fall on Monday, September 
13. The next school year»will end 
on Friday, May 26. providing a 
total of 172 actual teaching days.

I Rise to Remark 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


There was one factor involved 
in the second clash of philoso­ 
phies, not mentioned last week. 
Woodrow Wilson was an execu­ 
tive. An executive is a man who 
selects able men to do certain 
jobs; defines their authorities and 
responsibilities clearly, and then 
tells them to go ahead and do the 
work. He delegates the authority 
previously centered in himself. 
An executive is also a man who 
treats his personal friends ex­ 
actly as he treats anyone else. He 
demands ability and results. If he 
favors his friends, or overlooks 
their shortcomings, or fails to re­ 
cognize their abilities, he is not 
an executive. Woodrow Wilson 
came from a college background. 
He suffered by the end of the 
war from physical difficulties 
which may have affected the 
post-war-1918-pre-war-1939 inter­ 
im. But more than one of the men 
who worked under him( especial­ 
ly in his cabinet, has told me per­ 
sonally that Wilson held frequent 
“councils”; that the heads of de­ 
partments and bureaus “fought it 
out” before him. Usually this set­ 
tled the arguments; if not, he 
settled them. Once settled, all 
turned to it, to make the decisions 
work successfully. 
It is different here today. De­ 
partm ent heads lack the needed 
definitions of their authorities. 
Men who should be fired are kept 
in office, but the work is given 
to others, or a new “administra­ 
tion” is set up, at least partially 
duplicating theirs. A man who 
has failed in the job given him in 
some internal matter, is “promot­ 
ed” to some world inclusive job, 
and the job on which he failed is 
added to the duties of some other, 
or some new, appointee. We have 
the constant picture of inter-bu­ 
reau quarrels, and even intra­ 
bureau quarrels. There are many 
fnore employees than are needed 
in good business practice. 
Last w eek’s column showed you 
the results in figures; practically, 
you can see the results locally 
upon your own lives and pocket- 
books. 
The third clash of philosophies 
between the food administration 
program of 1918 and the food ad­ 
ministration program of 1943 is 
the most important of the four 
this column is discussing. It is the 
attitude of each program toward 
PRODUCTION. 
Without production, there will 
be no food. Even a youthful econ­ 
omist, fresh out of the classroom, 
and holding down an $8,000 a 
year job in Washington, has to 
agree that this is one theory that 
is not “outmoded.” If the fanner 
does not plant, he will not har­ 
vest; if he does no harvest, we 
will not eat. 


It is a stern fact in which the 
city dweller is not only as much 
interested as the farmer but in­ 
finitely more interested. If there 
is scarcity (which can well be the 
result of the food program of 
1943) who will be hungry, the 
family on the farm, or the family 
in the city? 
You know the answer. The far­ 
m er raises and butchers the calf. 
No law prevents him; no inspec­ 
tion nor regulation is required, if 
it is for his own use. The far­ 
mer's milk comes from the cow, 
not from a bottle; he has a gar­ 
den. Generations back of him be­ 
lieved in the well-filled table as 
a pre-requisite to the work of the 
farm. How could he, even if he 
tried, make the well-planned di­ 
vision of foods, so hopefully fig­ 
ured by the OPA boys? Regret­ 
fully, we can’t eat statistics!

Advises Against 


Vacation Travel 


Repeating his advice to the 
traveling public not to do any 
non-essential traveling during the 
coming months, F. W. Ackerman, 
Vice-President of Pacific Grey 
hound Lines, in a statem ent to 
the press advises people to stay at 
home this summer and spend the 
money they would use for a trip 
to buy additional war bonds. 
Acknowledging that this is un­ 
usual advice coming from a com­ 
pany whose business is to pro­ 
mote travel, Mr. Ackerman point­ 
ed out that winning the war is 
far more vital to everybody than 
taking week-end or vacation 
trips. 
Mr. Ackerman said that he ful­ 
ly agrees with the statement 
made by Mr. Eastman, Director of 
the Office of Defense Transpor­ 
tation, to the effect that there 
will be little room for vacation or 
pleasure travel this year, and 
added that buses are already 
crowded with military traffic war 
workers, and other passengers 
whose business is im portant to 
the nation’s welfare. 
Stating that while many war 
workers and others would un­ 
doubtedly benefit from a short 
vacation, Mr. Ackerman believes 
that they should relax at home, 
or near home, rather than take 
long trips.

73 Women Tangle 


With Law During 


Season, Is Report 


Palm Springs has been rather 
an unhealthy spot for women 
with questionable activities this 
season, records at the police sta­ 
tion reveal.

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Desert Rancher Held After Giving Self 


Up to Police, Declaring He Killed His 


Neighbor as Result of Long-Time Feud 


Bill Keys, widely know n desert character who has been in this 
area for 30 years or more, was in Riverside county jail today while 
officers of two counties investigated the killing of W irth Bagloy, his 
only neighbor, on a lonely road on the desert near Keys ranch, 20 
m iles south of Tw enty Nine Palm s and 56 miles northeast of Palm 
Springs. 


Keys walked into the office of 
Justice of P eace-David M. Poste 
of Tw enty Nine Palm s Tuesday 
afternoon and calmly declared he 
had killed Bagley. He said Bag- 
ley fired the first shot. 
K eys fired three shots from his 
rifle, it is reported, one of them 
striking Bagley's right arm , an ­ 
other his left arm, and the third 
entering his body just below the 
heart, evidently killing the m an 
instantly. 
W hen officers found 
the dead man he was clutching a 
revolver in his right hand, and 
the ham m er of the revolver still 
at full cock. 
SHOOT OVER COUNTY LINE 


Each man stood on his own 
property when the shooting oc­ 
curred. Keys’ property straddles 
the 
Riverside - San 
B ernardino 
county line. Keys w as standing 
rdi 
in San Bernardino county and 
Bagley was in Riverside county. 
However, Keys was turned over 
to Riverside county officers and 
the case will be prosecuted in 
this county by District A ttorney 
John Neblett. 
Mr. Neblett, Sheriff Carl R ay­ 
burn 
and 
U ndersheriff W. W. 
W alrath arrived in B anning at 
11 o’clock yesterday and picked 
up D eputy Sheriffs Claude Mc­ 
C racken and Ben D eCrevecoeur 
to accom pany them to the scene 
of the shooting. They had Keys 
w ith them. 
According to Keys' statem ent, 
the shooting occurred at about 9 
or 9:30 Tuesday morning. He had 
gone to pump w ater from a well 
on his ranch and discovered that 
the m agneto on his engine was 
not working. He said that w hen 
he w as returning Bagley fired a 
shot at him, and Keys, taking 
his rifle from his car. w alked 
tow ard Bagley and fired three 
shots. It is said th at K eys then 
returned to his hom e-place about 
10 or 15 miles distant, secured 
another magneto, got the pum p 
w orking, and then drove 20 miles 
to T w enty-nine Palm s w here he 
arrived about 2 p. m.. and gave 
him self up to the justice of the 
peace. 


BODY IN BANNING 


K eys allegedly said he had not 
gone to the spot w here Bagley 
dropped for fear the latter may 
have laid in am bush to shoot him 
if he approached. Officers from 
Riverside and San B ernardino a r­ 
rived at the scene late Tuesday 
afternoon 
and 
took K eys into 
Riverside, w here he w as ques­ 
tioned. 
D eputy Coroner Seym er Cash 
of Riverside was also at the scene 
of the shooting. 
Bagley’s body 
was brought to W iefels’ and Son 
m ortuary in Banning, w here the 
inquest will be held. 
K eys told Justice Poste he shot 
and killed Bagley in a gun duel 
in w hich Bagley fired the first 
shot 
after Keys surprised 
his 
neighbor in the act of posting 
signs bearing the wording. "Keys 
this is my last w arning.”

C ents-per-pound ceiling prices 
ofr specific cuts and grades of 
beef, veal, lam b, and m utton that 
will become 
effective Monday, 
May 17 .throughout Southern Cal­ 
ifornia have been announced by 
the Office of Price A dm inistra­ 
tion. 
As the specific prices a re tied 
to five grades of meat, retailers 
are required to post the grades of 
m eat they display in th e ir stores 
and segregate the various grades 
in their display. Thus consum ers 
are 
able 
to 
check 
compliance 
w ith the ceiling. 


As forecut on April 24, the 
new prices represent a reduc­ 
tion in most cases of from one 
to three cents from retail ceil­ 
ings
